Southern Traction. Company’s 
Fate to Be Decided by City 
Council Tonight. 





UNIONS DEMAND MORE 
Labor Organizations. Want Com- 
pany Prohibited From Using 
St. Louis Streets. 





The bill to repeal the ordinance grant- 
ing the Southern Traction Co., a fran- 
chise to use the free bridge will come 
up for passage before the House of 
Delegates Tuesday night. Merabers of 
that body said Tuesday that if all mem- 
bers were present there would be at 
least 20 votes for the repeal ordinance, 
more than enough to pass it. 

The bill will then go to the Counc}l 
in time for action by that body be- 
fore the Friday. election, when the 
bridge bond issue will be presente. 
Members of the Couné¢il say the mea- 
sure will pass the. Council, and that 
it will be passed if sufficient time to 
be signed by the Mayor several days 
before the election. 

‘Hale to Vote for Repeal. 

When the bill comes up in the 
House, Delegate Hale will offer an 
amendment touching the wording of 
the bill. It is not expected this 
amendment will pass, but Hale has 
declared his intention of voting for 
the repeal even if his amendment is 
defeated. 

It was expected by the bond issu 
advocates that the repeal.of the 50- 
thern Traction rights on the bridge 
would remove the objections made by 
the Central Tradés and Labor Union to 
the bond issue, but J. P. McDonough, 
chairman of the legislative committee 
of the Central body, said Tuesday that 


with the repeal of the company’s 
bridge rights. : 

“The labor erganizations demand,’’ he 
said, “‘that not only the section of the 
ordinance granting the Southern Trac- 
tion Co. rights on the bridge shall be 
repealed, but they also demand the re- 
peal of thé entire ordinance which will 
withdraw the grant of the use of St. 
Louis streets to the company. We also 
demand that the free bridge contracts 
shall’ provide that St. Louis labor ‘shall 
be employed.on the bridge, and that the 


the Northwest approach substituted. 

“Until these demands are met, we 
shall oppose the issuance of bonds to 
complete the bridge.’’ 

David Kreyling, secretary of the 
Central Trades & Labor Union, said 
that the repeal of the Southern Trac- 
tion franchise would remove some of 
the opposition of labor organizations to 
the bond issue, but that they would also 
insist on the employment of St. Louis 
labor.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

Both on Europe’s Stock Exchanges 
and on our own there were some 
signs today of a slackening pressure 
on the markets. This was in spite of 
apparently well-founded reports that 
several Stock Exchange members al 
Paris had got into financial troubie, 
and that their associates in the bourse 
had been forceg to take over their 
speculative holdings. 

“This was doubtless an echo of the 
recent untimely and ill-fated boom 
n Russian industrials, and it is 
probable that, as frequently happens 
on such occasions, financial markets 
were relieved, rather than disturbed, 
by the actual news. 

“When such things are only in the 
stage of rumor, the mercurial Stock 
Exchange is apt to let its imagination 
irun a little wild. The upshot was 
hat, after an early break, due tv 
Continental liquidation, the London 
market rallied at the close, arbitrage 
houses bought moderately here, in- 
stead of selling, and our own stock 
market halted abruptly in its down- 
ward movement, 

“This late European recovery was 
not, however, of large proportions. 
It probably only indicated—as did 
the irregular upward reaction at New 
York—that a large bear position had 
been created yesterday, and that cov- 
ering purchases were the rule today. 

“As a matter of fact, consols de- 
clined rather sharply at London, and 
while securities of the Balkan states 
held steady, Turkish and Russian 
bonds declined. 

“A rise of % cent in foreign ex- 
change caused more or less unsettle- 
ment in that market, and reflected 
some hurried buying of exchange by 
various banking interests here. 

“It was evident that some rel ig 
institutions were seeking to strength- 
en their London balances; the frac- 
tlonal rise tn discount rates on the 
English market was also a factor in 
forcing a higher level for London re- 
mittances. 

“The banks here were called upon to 
make considerable shipments of reserve 
money to the principal reserve centers 
of the interior, remittances through the 
Subtreasury being especially heavy. 

“The fact that one or two steamships 
still on. the water have large consign- 
ments of securities sold by Europe last 
week, which will have to be paid for on 
arrival here, led to some broadening of 
the demand for accommodation from 
Stock Exchange sources. 

“There was no special change in money 
rates, but the Wall street banks were 
aot heavy lenders, either on time or 
on Gall. Many of them began the week 
with such a narrow margain of surplus 
as to make it necessary for them to 
virtually withdraw from the loan mar-
